C h ic a g o , rightly termed the Windy City, thinks so much of 
the air above it, that it has started subdividing the atmosphere. 
It is following the example of New York in utilizing air rights 
for the construction of large buildings. 
Many millions of dollars are represented in the construction 
of great buildings in Chicago which are perched above the right- 
of-way of railroad tracks in the downtown district, says the New­ 
ark Star-Eagle. 
It is estimated that there are about 200 acres available for 
air right development in the business center of Chicago. 
There is 
a vast stretch of tracks belonging to the Illinois Central running 
for more than five miles along the lake front in the heart of the 
most valuable real estate section. Just north of the Chicago river, 
less than a mile from the center of Chicago’s shopping district, is 
a long stretch of railroad tracks belonging to the Chicago & North­ 
western railroad. Just west of the Chicago river, also less than a 
mile from the heart of the city, is another long stretch of tracks 
belonging to various railroads, such as the Pennsylvania, Burling­ 
ton, Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul and the Union Station com­ 
pany. 
Some of the finest hotels, office buildings and apartm ent build­ 
ings in New York are built above what were formerly unsightly 
railroad yards in the vicinity.of Brand Central station. 
In Cleve­ 
land a great $150,000,000 terminal project, involving the develop­ 
ment of air rights, is under way. 
Many other cities, including Newark, will doubtless find that 
congestion and lack of room will lead to the' construction of great 
buildings over railroad rights-of-way.

A Message to the People of ‘Brainerd: 


The next three days will determine whether or not this important part 
of Brainerd^ resort activities will be built or not. 
No further delay is possible. 


This hotel is to cost $135,000, of which only $30,000 was allotted to Brainerd for subscrip­ 
tion. Of the total amount Arthur L. Roberts, the lessor and operator, stands pledged for $20,000 in cash 
provided Brainerd raises her allotmen; Harrison & Start (who have already spent $100,000 on the golf course) 
to $20,000 in cash and ground; Brainerd (with verbal increases of present subscriptions) has secured subscriptions 
of approximately $23,000; and theunder writing of $65,000 bonds pledged by Drake-Jones & Co. of Minneapolis.

A small amount for a progressive city of 10,000 people, yet apparently not so easily 
secured. Bemidji subscribed $55,000 for their hotel six or seven years ago—repaid many times over in their 
summer business. Alexandria is an example of a resort town with modern hotels and a golf course. 
What's the answer? 


Do we progress or not? 


Do we make this effort to enormously increase our summer business, and to put Brainerd on the map as the 
actual center of resort activities of all the north—or do we lie down and call it good enough? 
No civic project has been more widely advertised throughout the state. Nearly every visitor inquires re 
garding it. For a matter of $7000-5% of the total-are we going to fail in this project? If we do, it will be 
a matter of satisfaction to certain parts of the state. As a matter of advertising alone putting it over is 
worth this balance-and if the project is dropped the adverse advertising will cost as much. 
The idea has been spread that at the last minute some outsider will step in with whatever is needed rather 
than see it fail. Let’s get rid of this idea. The subscriptions of Mr. Roberts and of Harrison & Start are made 
in good faith, but most emphatically based on Brainerd’s raising her quota. Many local people do not realize 
the advertising value to a community of a very fine 18-hole golf course. Undoubtedly it is of value to Har­ 
rison and Start; certainly it is of great value to us. And without this golf course there would be no possi­ 
bility of the financing or successful operation of an outstanding resort hotel. Conversely, it is doubtful if 
such a course can be maintained at its present high standard without patronage from such a hotel.
